2. The Executive Engineer in submitting his statements informs that he is not ina 
position to report on the working of the year, inasmuch as he only lately took over charge 
of the office, and all the works were completed before he did so, nor do I on my part know 
that there is much to report on. 

' 8. Iwas myself on leave for six out of the twelve months of the cess year, but owing 

- to the present state of the funds, unless we have extraordinarily high floods, or something 

out of the ordinary course of events, to necessitate extra expenditure on this or that road, 

the expenditure of one year resembles very much that of the previous one; so that, no matter 
by whom the report is prepared, it can be but of very little interest. 

4, During the year under report nothing out of the common occurred to necessitate 
any change in our original budget estimates, which provided for the annual repairs, according 
to our means, of the metalled and unmetalled roads throughout the district. 

5. The trvth is, our funds are so limited that the undertaking of any improvements is 
quite out of the*question, it being all we can do to keep existing roads and bridges in proper 
serviceable order ; but from October next, with the funds which will be at our disposal, owing 
to the introduction of the Road Cess Act, it is to be hoped that improvements will be made, 
and opportunity thus afforded for making a report of some interest,

amount that it only allows of our keeping existing roads in repair, and that only to a partial 
9 that all the Committee had to do was to examine the estimates submitted by the 
Engineer for those repairs, to see that the most important roads met with the 
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4. When the road cess collections have been made, and we bave more funds at our 
disposal which will enable us to strike out a line for ourselves and undertake some new 
works for the improvement of already existing lines of roads and making new ones, I have’ 
no doubt but that the non-official members will take more interest in the working of the 
Committee, and consequently be more regular in their attendance and more ready to give 
assistance. * 

5. For the reasons given above, no new lines of roads having been undertaken by the. 
Committee during the year, no assistance in the way of giving lands was asked for from 
zemindars or suggested by them. 

For the same reasons as those given by me last year, the assistance of zemindars 
was not solicited in the repairs of the roads. Very few, if any, of our influential zemindars 
reside on their estates, but take up their residence either in Patna itself, or at the different. 
sub-divisional head-quarters, and the petty ones holding dam and kouree shares in insignifi- 
’ cant estates are not to be trusted with the money, they being very little better than ryots 
themselves. o> 

7. Ihave not as yet placed any of the road repairs in the immediate charge of the 
sub-divisional officers, they having as much or more on their hands than they can well get 
through already ; but I have frequently warned them that I hold them responsible for 
seeing that the money on the different roads is being properly expended, and bringing the 
matter to my notice if it is not, that they should ascertain the amount estimated for the 
repairs of each road within the limits of their respective sub-divisions, and see that that 
sum is expended by the Department Public Works overseers to the best advantage. 

8. The sums expended by the Executive Engineer during the year amounted to 
Rs. 34,891-11-5, whilst those expended by civil officers only amounted to Rs. 2,059-11-4,. 
These latter expenditures were all of a miscellaneous nature, such as salary of establishments, 
furniture for dik bungalows, repairs to steamer at Barh, rent of coal godown, &c., &c., 
and with one exception, in which a sum of Rs, 40 was spent by Mr. White for repairing the 
damage done by the tramway at Barh, were not expended in repairs or other works, 

9. In resubmitting the accounts as requested, 1 beg to inform that the total cost of 
establishment on account of collection of revenue, including Rs. 826 in first quarterly 
statement shown under heading “ other establishment on works,” amounts to Rs. 1,289-18, 
and not Rs. 963, as entered in your letter under reply. 

10. Through a mistake the sum of Rs. 635-1-7 was shown under the head “ contin- 
gencies ;” this has now been rectified, and the amount in question transferred to the proper 


headings.

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The total amount drawn in excess from the treasury up to 30th September 1875, 
as per pass book, was Rs. '7,77,249-8-2, which, with the sum of Rs. 8,66,811-9-1, the value 
of Government grain expended on relief works, after deducting the outstanding balance of 
Rs. 10,292-9-6, makes up the total amount of excess expenditure up to the 80th September 
1875 to Rs. 16,33,768-7-9, as above stated. To cover this outlay, as well as other charges 
which were not brought into account, an application for a grant-in-aid of Rs. 16,95,673-5-7 
has been submitted to Government through the Commissioner under this office letter 
No. 579L, of the 30th September 1875 ; since then the Public Works Department grain 
accounts have been adjusted, as per letter No. 15969, of 14th ultimo, from the Controller of 
Public WorksAccounts, Bengal (copy annexed). 

5, Out of the budget estimate sanctioned for the year, the total amount expended on 
district works amounted to Rs. 44,579-8-6, of which Rs, 595-3-9 were spent in office 
establishment and contingencies; Rs. 13,148-7-3 in original works ; Rs. 25,937-15-7 in 
repairs; Rs, 37-14-0 in tools; and Rs. 4,859-15-11 in establishments under the Executive 
Engineer, Captain J. May, including some banniahs’ commission, &c., which are chargeable 
to relief works. 

6. For further details, I beg to refer you to the accompanying copy of the Executive 
Engineer’s report, No. 302, of the 2nd December 1875. 

7. All works were executed solely under the supervision of Captain J, May, whose 
energy, aptitude for work, and professional skill, are of the highest order. I have had 
occasion to travel over many of the roads which were either constructed or repaired by 
Captain May during the famine, and have been much struck by the excellence of the work, 
which has stood the test of two rainy seasons. The road from Sewan to Bussuntpore, which 
connects the road system of this district, is a model of what a good road ought to be; well 
‘raised, with turfed slopes and substantial bridges. I have also seen many of the tanks 
which were excavated during the famine in various parts of the district, and am alle to 
testify that the work done in most instances was really good and durable. Captain May 
was called vpon during the year to furnish a statement giving full particulars of al! the 
relief works undertaken in this district. ‘This voluminous return, which kas been forwarded 
to your Office, shows not only that Captain May was careful in the matter of accounts, but 
that the rates at which he and his subordinates performed the work during the famine were 
not excessive, considering the pressure of work at that time and the extensive character of 
the operations. I am led to believe that, putting aside the large expenditure for which 
Captain May is not in any way responsible, the works carried out in this district, both as 
— quantity and quality, will compare most favorably with other districts in the 

ivision. 
* 8. In conclusion I trust that Government may be moved to expedite the settlement 
of the*District Road Fund accounts, and to transfer to the credit of the fund a sum sutlicient 
to wipe off the liabilities incurred during the famine.

Brick manufacture was 
carried on on the tramway road—Sewan and Barrowlee, Sewen and Madhopore, and Sewan 
and Goothney roads—for the construction of new bridges and culverts, Fifteen temporary 
bridges were constructed in the Sewan sub-division at a cost of Rs. 1,073-7-8, besides a large 
number on the roads under the indigo planters, A 12-fect masonry bridge and two culverts 
were constructed on the Chupra and Goothney road, aud Chainpore and Russoolpore road, 
respectively.

It has been brought to the notice of the Member in charge that the provisions of the 
General Stamp Act as regards ilic necessity for affixing receipt 
A parse AO ae. stamps to acquittances for sums of money above Rs. 20 are very 
; ae at frequently disregarded, and that some misconception exists as to 
the precise purport of those provisions. As a casc in point, is was recently contended by 
a Caleutta firm, in excuse for an omission to furnish a stamped receipt for a remittance 
from the mcfussil, that an unstamped acknowledgment is all that is required by the Stamp 
Act in cases where the acknowledgment is forwarded under stamped cover by post. In order 
to remove so erroneous an impression, and to make the provision of the law more widely 
known, the Member in charge directs the issue of the following notification by publication 
inthe Calcutta Gazette, and by extensive circulation in each district, both in English and
